I do not espouse any particular theory 
as to why President Kennedy or any of 
the others were murdered or maimed, 
or at this time point the Anger at any- 


one* wlio might have aided or abetted or 
been a part of these crimes In addition 
to or Instead of those who haye either 
been accused or convicted of these mur- 
ders ur the attempted murder. 

This is why such a commlttae la neces- 
sary- -to answer the many legitimate 
questions being raised, and to I either 
prove or disprove tiie various theories 
being espousM. 

I do not necessarily believe tliat these 
asiia^^hiations and the attempted assas- 
sluatJon are redated — except in some very 
Important ways. TTiesc crimes lagalnst 
Uie people robl^ed tlie people of dptloru; 
thwaited the dcmocrutlc process 'of rep- 
resentative government; eliminated basic 
grar.xroots leaders like Dr. King, who had 
a following among the civil rlgh^ labor, 
oiul peace movements which was show- i 
lag signs of merging Into one, po^ble 
very effective, unit. 

Further, these crimes baited domestic 
unrest and caused great harm to the col- 
lective national psycho — the extent of 
which I keenly feel It Is the Congress’ 
reeponslblllty to assess.

SELECTED FOR MIA PANEL — This week I was selected by House Speaker Carl 
Albert as one of seven Democrats and three Republicans to serve on the 
newly created select CaiimiLtee to Investigate Missing Military and Civil- 
ian Personnel in Southeast Asia. 


Congressman G. V. (Sonny) Montgomery (D.-Mlss.), author of the resolution 
passed last week to create the committee, was named chaii-man. I was a 
co-sponsor of the resolution. 

The committee was given one year of life to investigate the problem of 
Americans officially listed as missing in action in North Vietnam, South 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia; to investigate the return of remains of Ameri- 
cans known dead in those countries, and to seek information on Americans 
that might still be held prisoner.
